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Observers Believe Nazis 
Now Attempting To Form 
Rome-Berlin-Moscow Bloc

VATICAN CITY, March 18.—Pope Pius XII informed Sumner Welles at the Vati- 
can today of German conditions for peace, as conveyed to him a week ago by Foreign 
Minister Joavhim Von Ribbentrop, vatican circles close to the papal household reported. 
The German thesis for peace, as it was believed to have been passed on to Welles by the 
Pope, provided that independent although small nations would be set up in Poland and 
Czechoslovakia on condition that Germany’s rights and economic necessities in central 

and southeastern Europe would be recogniz ed.

thrusts at Allied strongholds. 

Nothing was announced offi-! 
cially after the meeting of the men | 
who rule the destinies of two great 
and allied powers. 

But pending the hour when the 
Fuehrer decides to announce the 
“surprise” that Nazis have been 
hinting for a week, it was clear that 
diplomatic offensive against Britain 
the Germans still were holding the 
and France and were trying fur- 
iously to strike a succession of body 
blows while the Allies still were 
confused as a result of restoration 
of peace in Finland. 


HITLER'S PLANS 

And in broad outline the plans of 
Hitler in the present phase of a 
conflict that still is predominantly 
a “war of nerves,” began to emerge.

One was to bring a rapproch- 
ment between Italy and Russia 
both Germany's friends, eliminat- 
ing the possibility that Italy's aver- 
sion to Communism would drive her 
to the Allies side.

BERLIN, March 18.—Nazi 
quarters claimed today that 
Germany is taking the offen-

4. Manion, Conservative leader, 
replied to criticism of the defence 
of Canada regulations and discuss- 
ed the government's war organ- 
ization efforts in an election 
speech here Saturday night. 


“Dr, Manion has stated that he 
will enlist the best brains of the 
country for his cabinet if he is re- 
turned,” Mr. Lapointe said. “Who | 
are the best brains? Statesmen are 
not improyised in a day, They musi 
have experience. 


PARTIES ARE NEEDED 


“You all know of the war-time 
blackouts in Europe but I think the 
best blackout in the war is this 
mysterious aggregation of best 
brains, I ask you, are you going to 
Vote for ghosts?” 


Mr, Lapointe said he did not 
agree with those who thought that 
parties are not advisable in a time 
of emergency. He said he was a 
party man and asked what gov- 
ernment could be more national 
than the present one. In his long 
experience in the House of Com- 
mons he had never seen a better 
group of men. 


“The government of Mackenzie 
King represents Canadian unity,” he 
said. “Sometimes it is not good for 
a government to have too large a 
majority. But this time it is differ- 
ent. The eyes of the world are on 
Canada, It is the voice of Canada 
that speaks on March 26 (election 
day) and it is essential that it be 
a united voice, one even Lord Haw- 
Haw can understand.” 


EXPLAINS DEFENCE ACT 


Stating there had been some 
eriticism of the defence of Canada 
regulations, Mr, Lapointe said they 
were devised for the purposes of the 
war effort and did not go as far 
as they did in 1914. 

“During the great war, control 
was in military hands,” he said. 
“Military and naval officers could 
order a search of any suspected pre- 
mises.” This was not so today. The 
contro] is in the hands of civil au- 
thorities, responsible officials of the 
government, with the whole thing 
under the control of the minister of 
justice. 

It was necessary that the gov- 
ernment be given powers in war- 
time, not given in peacetime, in 
order to ensure the safety of the 
country and to prevent sabotage. 

Mr. Lapointe said it had come to 
the knowledge of the authorities 
that agents of enemy countries were 
urging their citizens here to become 
naturalized, not for love of Canada, 
but for the purpose of hampering 
war work. Others had been told 
to join the army and to get employ- 
ment in plants, not to serve, but to

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The One Big Issue 


There are 245 seats in the House of 
Commons. In the present elections 240 
Liberal candidates have been nominated; 
213 supporters of Dr. Manion, some stand- 
ing as Conservatives and some as advo- 
cates of the nebulous National Govern- 
ment idea; 96 C.C.F. candidates; and 25 
running under the New Democracy ban- 
ner, including the 17 Social Credit candid- 
ates in Alberta. 

Only two parties are contending for 
power and offering to take the responsi- 
bility of directing the nation’s war effort 
and shaping its policies in respect to trade, 
financial methods, social progress and 
other matters.

the production of wealth had been brought 
into the hands of the Government or Goy- 
ernments,

natural resource, without which all the 


others would be valueless, is for the time 
left off the list of things to be expropriat- 
ed or confiscated. ‘For the 
correct expression because the nationali- 
zation of farms was once also on the pro- 
gram. 

It was on the program until a party 
convention was held at Regina. Then and 
there the farmer members drew the line 
Farms had to be left in the possession of 
their owners; if that was not agreed upon, 
the farmers would bolt the party en mass. 
So the item was struck off the list, as a 
matter of political expediency. It is still 
off the list, for the same reason. It would 
not be a good talking point in country 
districts. 

So the farmer is invited to vote to 
“nationalize” the property of other people, 
on the promise that he can keep his own. 
Whether, having helped to build up a pol- 


time” is a 
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itical organization to “take over” all other 
sources of wealth, the farmer might find 
he had constructed a Frankenstein that 
would grab his farm also is a matter for 
him to think about. 


Assurance to the Public 


When war was declared last Septem- 
ber, it was perhaps natural that critics of 
the Government should expect it to follow 
the historic example of its predecessor at 
the commencement of the former war, fill 
up the important posts in the war organiza- 
tion with political friends and place war 
contracts where these would do most good 
to the party. The circumstances present- 
ed such a grand opportunity for another 
potlatch, it was apparently inconceivable 
in these quarters that the event would not 
follow as per precedent. 

Whether natural or not, a good many 
critics jumped to this conclusion and _ be- 
gan to launch charges that political pre- 
ference was a governing factor in the mak- 
ing of appointments and the letting of 
contracts—without, however, citing cases. 
Challenged to do this, and met with a 
broadside of denials from the Ministers, 
with detailed statements of facts, these 
allegations have pretty well petered out. 
They are heard now, despite the efforts of 
Col. Drew to keep them alive, as receding 
echoes of scandals that blew up. 


This is something the voter should 
note, for it is highly significant. Nothing 
would condemn the Government more 
surely than proof that it was carrying on 
the nation’s war effort in a partisan way. 
Not only has such proof not been forth- 
coming, the early accusations based on 
supposition have been met and answered. 

There is assurance in this that merit, 
not party allegiance, is the basis for ap- 
pointment to responsible posts in the war 
organization; and that contracts are being 
let without regard to the political opinions 
of those tendering for them.

NOT ALL OVER 
FOR FINLAND 


Men of science at the University may be bet- 
ter authorities on the working of the new device 
to overcome magnetic mines strewn by the Ger- 
mans. The palatial steamer Queen Elizabeth on 
her charmed maiden voyage to New York last 
week entered port with a great steel cable car- 
ried on insulators round her 
hull near the deck line. Great 
curiosity has been aroused as 
to how it works. The fact that 
it is carried on insulators gives the probable 
clue. The German magnetic mines are designed 
to be detonated by the magnetic attraction of an 
overlying mass of steel at a distance of 20 to 30 
feet or so, where they can do greatest damage. 
They are not effective, the Admiralty spokesmen 
say, except in shallow waters. Presumably the 
insulated cable forms the windings of a great 
electro-magnet of which the great steel ship is 
the core. Some magnet with an 85,000-ton core! 

This wouldn't “neutralize” the detonators, as 
the press reports suggest. It would have the con- 
trary effect. It would create such a large mag- 
netic field that the mine would explode outside 
the area where it could damage the ship—say 
100 to 200 feet away. It would rock the ship but 
not destroy it. Fact that the low voltage dynamo 
that activates the cable was kept running all the 
way across the Atlantic where magnetic mines 
would not be sown, merely indicates that her 
chronometers and magnetic compasses are 
placed in locally compensated fields. 

If this theory is correct it only goes to prove 
that great inventions. are simple, given the 
power of an original thought. Would you have 
thought, had the problem been put up to you, 
the ship the core of a giant

A new mine-sweeping 
gear is called “Oropesa,’ from the name of the 
trawler in which the new invention was first 
tested. After this, “Navicert” is easy.—Irish In- 
dependent, Dublin. 


A Message for Goebbels 


Surely one of the most impressive spectacles 
the war has presented to date is that of the Pal- 
estine Pioneer Auxiliary Corps, which arrived 
on the western front yesterday to join the Brit- 
ish Expeditionary Force. This is the first time 
a mixed contingent of Jews and Arabs has gone 
into service as a unit. 

Less than a year ago these Jews and Arabs 
were flying at each other's throats in bitter in- 
ternecine strife. The whole of Palestine rang 
with the shots of assassins; no man’s life was 
safe without protection after darkness had 
fallen. Today these same Jews and Arabs have 
buried their political differences and their racial 
antagonisms and have not only united, but are 
marching side by side in the same volunteer 
force to fight against their common enemy. 

For it is also to be noted that this Palestine 
Corps is made up exclusively of volunteers 
under the command of British officers. Could 
any more convincing proof of the solidarity of 
the British Empire against the forces of evil and 
hate, and vicious degeneration, as represented 
by Hitler, be imagined.—Montreal Star. 


“Here, Hold My Watch Sait 


As to why the Queen Elizabeth—greatest of 
ships—should have run the Atlantic in the face 
of the submarine and bomber menace, the sim- 
plest answer would seem to be the true one: 
The Elizabeth is safer in New York harbor than 
it would be in the Clyde. If bombs should start 
falling in earnest, so ample an object as the 
Elizabeth had best be as far away as possible. 

But now that the deed is done and the cross- 
ing made, it is worth while pointing out that the 
transfer has political as well as immediate and 
practical benefits for Britain. What could Brit- 
ain have done better calculated to bring home 
to the people of the United States that she looks 
upon this country as friend, to whom valuables 
can be intrusted in a time of danger? 

We would not go so far as to say that the 
gesture of trust was planned to offset the irri- 
tation connected with the Bermuda mail seiz- 
ures, and other minor troubles between the 
Anglo-Saxon powers. The need for getting the 
Elizabeth out of harm’s way is explanation 
enough. But the purpose does not alter the re- 
sult. The fact is that it is difficult to be stern
